BISHOPS ARE listening to the laity—that is 
one of the main features noted by Bishop Maher 
on his return from the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops last Friday. 


The spring meeting in Atlanta, Ga., of the 301 
member bishops was attended by more than 230 
whose main task was receiving many reports for 
later. consideration and possible im- 
plementation. 


“The overall impression this time,” said 
Bishop Maher, “‘is that the bishops are seeking 


the views of the laity. They want suggestions, 


especially in reference to basic doctrines for 
religious education. 


THE LAITY WILL be soon _ consulted 
specifically over the question of communion in 
the hand, which was not decided at the meeting, 
as had been expected. Instead of the bishops 
making a binding decision, it was felt that. the 
views of laity in all dioceses should be obtained 
and then abide by their wishes. 


“The bishops feel that in matters like this and, 
for instance, abstinence, where no theology is 


involved, merely law, we can find out what the

people prefer,” said Bishop Maher. 


Basic doctrines for Catholic religious 
education were presented to the bishops for 
study and for consultation within each diocese. 
These were formerly known as ‘‘fundamentals in 
religious education.”’ They will form the 
essentials for all future religious instruction. 


“THIS WAS ONE of the major achievements 
of this conference,” said Bishop Maher. ‘‘Ap- 
.proval was obtained for these basic doctrines to 
be submitted to all who work in this field, and for 
the bishops to report in November on the results. 


“It is the answer to the many problems in 
variances in current teaching,” he said. “‘With 
these basics, nothing can be left out.” 


The bishops presented a strong case against 
the report of the President’s Commission on 
Population Growth, condemning it because it 
‘showed the tendency to see man in‘a limited 
view—his usefulness to the community—without 
recognizing his whole dignity and the fact that he 
is in the image of God.”’ 


‘THE BISHOPS also condemned the gravity of 
the growing permissiveness for abortion on 
demand.

They sent to the Vatican a request that the 
minimum age for ordination of married perman- 
ent deacons be lowered from 35 to 30. 


Also sent to Rome was the report of a joint 
study by the NCCB and the National. Council of 
Churches recommending that the U.S. Catholic 
Church seek NCC membership. 


THE BISHOPS also endorsed proposals by the 
world Synod of Bishops’ council in Rome that the 
synod meet every three years instead of two to 
give bishops more time to prepare for the 
sessions and to act on conclusions of the previous 
synod.

—Left to local Ordinaries the age at which 
children could be confirmed, provided it was 
after the seventh year. 


—Authorized local bishops to permit specific 
liturgical experimentation for up to three years. 


—Heard a report that many bishops generally 
are satisfied with the growth of the Catholic 
charismatic renewal but warn against negative 
factors such as ‘‘emotionalism, anti- 
intellectualism, religious i ifferentism and 
development of gnostic sects.”’

What about all our ‘life styles?’ 


There’s a lot of talk about ‘‘life style’ these days, 
with priests at their recent Denver convention calling 
for self-examination, the superiors - general of 
religious orders meeting in Rome to discuss it, and the 
ecology-minded lay folk among us pointing out our 
wasteful ways. 


This is all to the good. One of the happiest priests I 
ever knew was one who could pack all he owned into a 
suitcase — a change of underwear and shirt, some 
socks and shoes, a bible and crucifix, the usual 
toiletries and writing materials. He traveled lightly, 
and moved often in God’s work, at the bidding of his 
religious superiors. 


How cluttered we have made our lives with trinkets 
and symbols which add nothing to our stature. I speak 
feelingly, having just moved for the 17th time in 28 
years of marriage, but this time from a house to an 
apartment. Gone are the days when our family needed 
three- and four-bedroom homes. Now it’s down to the 
two of us and one college boarder. What ac- 
coutrements we gather around us on our journey 
through life, which, when it comes to needs, are excess 
baggage! 


When your accommodation suddenly compresses to 
three rooms, after years of spreading through seven 
rooms, storage space, garage and yard, the truth of 
the non-essentials comes home with a sharp pain. 


The Psalms and Proverbs are full of references to 
the’ foolishness of trusting in ‘“‘riches.”’ I’m beginning 
to envy that priest who lived out of a suitcase. 


Books are probably: the most rewarding old friends 
and hard to part with. Our personal collection, which 
has traveled continents and oceans, has to be reduced 
from its 1,000 volumes to something more realistic. 
The most trivial things, when all are weighed, are 
those which, on mature reflection, are past ‘‘ego 
trips,’’ perpetuated in yet another personal collector’s 
item. Getting rid of them was almost like going to 
confession.

No man an island 


The trial of the ‘Harrisburg Seven’ — the 
unhappy and confusing mixture of orthodox 
judicial procedures and absurdity — affects 
us all, regardless of the final outcome. 


The war in Vietnam — with all its misery, its 
political and military intrigue, its fantastic 
cost in tives and money, its doubts and its vic- 
tories — equally affects us all. 


The frailties of human nature, whether shown 
in political payoffs here or vicious discord in 
Northern Ireland, affect us all. 


We cannot isolate ourselves from the world com- 
munity, nor even our own community. Without 
community we have no reference point, no pin- 
point, no place. To be part of a community you 
have to care. You cannot remain aloof. 


As Catholics we have an even greater responsi- 
bility to care and to show our concern for the 
ills of the community. To do that we first have 
to know our faith. For without knowing what 
we stand for we cannot offer advice or make 
an intelligent appraisal of these situations in 
the light of our Catholic conscience. 


To know whether or not we are morally right we 
must have an informed conscience. 


To know the rights and wrongs of any current 
community situation we have to have an in- 
formed Catholic criterion.

And, to leave out much 
more, there is my daily preoccupation: my anxiety for all the 
churches.” (2 Corinthians 11:27+) 

But through it all he tells the Colossians, ‘‘we have never 
failed to pray for you’’ (1:9), and asks us to do the same 


thing, ‘‘Be happy at all times; pray constantly ; and for all gy me 


things give thanks to God, because this is what God expects 
you to do in Christ Jesus.”’ (1 Thessalonians 5:17+) 

It seems that Paul expects the very troubles themselves to 
be an encouragement to prayer: ‘‘But I beg you, brothers, by 


a» 


our Lord Jesus Christ and the love of the Spirit, to help me . 


through my dangers by praying to God for me. Pray that I 
may escape the unbelievers.’”’ (Romans 15:30-33) 


Paul had another way of preparing for prayer — he cleared 
his mind by facing up to death: ‘Brothers, this is what I 
mean: our time is growing short. Those who have wives 
should live as though they had none, and those who mourn 
should live as though they had nothing to mourn for; those 
who are enjoying life should live as though there were 
nothing to laugh about; those whose life is buying things 
should live as though they had nothing of their own; and those 
who have to deal with the world should not become engrossed 
in it. 

“I say this because the world as we know it is passing 
away. I would like to see you free from.all worry.” (1 


Corinthians 7:29+) It is a difficult balance to keep between wy 


responsibility and detachment, but in the mercy of God both 
can help us to pray.

TRADITIONS... 


what those customs mean 


THE WEDDING CUSTOMS, rituals and 
traditions are among the oldest that have been 
handed down to us. From the most savage and ° 
primitive cultures through our present day 
civilization, a ceremony has marked the urion 
between a man and woman — usually the 
ceremony has been religious in character, 
among some people it was magical, among a few 
- merely social. 

During the marriage-by-capture era, the loyal 
tribesmen and close friends of the groom within 
the tribe, aided him to invade the enemy 
territory to capture his bride. While he dashed 
off with her, his friends stayed behind to fight off 
the bride’s outraged relatives. Such were the 
first ushers and best man. Today their role is 
somewhat mild compared to this. 

AFTER THE BRIDE was carried off to her 
prospective groom’s home or country, the young 
women would help,entertain her — also make 
certain she did not escape before the wedding 
day — the senior among them would attend her 
and help her dress for the ceremony, she was the 
maid or matron of honor. The others, the 
bridesmaids. 


The beautiful and often elaborate white 
wedding gown of today is actually the glamorous 
descendent of a very plain ancestor. In early 
Saxon days and through the 18th century, the 
poorer bride came to her wedding dressed in a 
plain white robe. This was in the nature of a 
public statement that she brought nothing with 
her to her marriage and therefore her husband 
was not responsible for her debts. 


The lovely silk illusion bridal veil of today 


evolved out of a series of Oriental customs — 
from this the veil developed into a symbol of 
chastity and the sign of submission. 

THE RING BEARERS and flower girls of 
today were once considered symbols of a fruitful 
union. The wedding ring originated in the days of 
the caveman. He tied himself to his wife’s waist 
with a cord of seeds in order to make their spirits 
one. The 9th century Christians began using the 
wedding rings. 

Legend says kissing at the ceremony started 
when it was the custom for the priest to kiss the 
groom after the ceremony — the groom then 
kissed the bride, the priest kissed his assistants 
and they kissed the guests. 

THROUGHOUT HISTORY, flowers were used 
in celebration of weddings whether pagan or 


-Christian. Orange blossoms denote fertility and 


happiness, ivy - good luck: lilies - purity; and 
roses - love. 

At the ancient wedding, first the bride offered 
her husband a cake of meal. During the reign of 
Charles II in England, the elaborate wedding 
cake came into being. 

yk throwing of rice is for good luck and fer- 
tility. 

OUR HONEYMOONS of today are far more 
glamorous than their beginning. Caveman kept 
his bride hidden. until her father’s tribesmen 
gave up the pursuit and their tempers cooled. 

There has always been a wedding feast after 
the ceremony — thus the reception of today. 

In all societies and in all centuries, there has 
always been an exchange of gifts even if only 
food at the wedding.

Banks, for instance, will be 
delighted that you have a 
new name. But they won’t be 
so happy if you sign it on 
checks before registering 
your new signature. It only 
takes a couple of minutes; do 
it, then relax.

© Notify your local Social 
Security office. 


@Have your state motor 
vehicle agency change your 
driver’s license and auto 
registration. 

®Notify insurance 
companies. 


® Notify the firms whose 
credit cards you hold. 


The engagement may be 
considered official when the 
couple announce it to their 
parents. Wedding invitations 
should be mailed at least a 
month before the date set, to 
give guests time to arrange 
their schedules and shop for 
gifts. 

A formal printed invitation 
indicates that more than 
fifty guests have been in- 
vited. For smaller weddings, 
telephoned or handwritten 
invitations are used. 


INVITATIONS are issued, 
paid for, addressed and 
mailed by the bride’s 
parents. 

A wedding announcement 
is quite different from an 
invitation. It does not 
request the  person’s 
presence; simply informing 
him that the wedding has 
taken place. 

Announcements should not 
be mailed until the day after 
the ceremony. They carry no 
obligation to respond nor to 
send a present. 


A WISE BRIDE-to-be 
keeps a record early of who 
received invitations, 
responses received and who 
was sent an announcement. 
She will carefully note the 
presents as they arrive, 
listing who sent what will 
avoid possible future em- 
barrassment.

WITH THEIR minister, 
the couple may choose those 
readings in the liturgy of the 
Word which they feel most 


aptly portray the theme of 
the marriage ceremony. 


After some preliminary 
questions concerning their 
~ personal freedom two dif- 
ferent forms of consent are 
provided. The couple may 
face each other and state 
their acceptance or they 
may simply reply af- 
firmatively to the traditional 
formula. recited by the 
minister.

In the liturgy of the

The big day 


When, where and the cost 


MOST PASTORS like to 
have at least two months 
notice before a wedding. 
This allows time for a short 
course of instruction, 
preparation of the records, 


_and for any investigations’ 
which might have to be made 


if both parties to the 
marriage are not known 
locally. : 


Call on the rectory and set 
the date with the pastor. He 
can help you in so many 
matters and, after all, he is 
your spiritual guide for your 


~wedding day. 


The church? The bride’s 
home parish. If you wish to 
get married in another 
church or elsewhere, you 
should obtain the permission 
of your pastor first. He can 
then delegate permission to 
a priest of another parish. 


TRY TO FIX a time for 
your wedding which will not 
clash with other ~ church 
services. 


Saturday morning is still 
one of the best times. Church 
parking lots are usually 


’ empty and you can have the 


church almost to yourselves 
and your guests. Afternoon 
or evening weddings are 
possible during the week. 


The wedding ceremony 
itself takes place during a 
Nuptial Mass, which gives 
the couple a special blessing 
from God to help them to 
start their new life together. 


YOU DO NOT actually pay 
for the ceremony which, 
after all, is a sacrament the 
two of you confer on one 
another before witnesses. 
But it is customary to pay for 
the use of the church and the 
services of those assisting, 


ranging from priest to 
organist and altar boys. 


Many pastors will ask for a 
deposit to reserve a date at 
the time you make the first 
contact. 


The cost of the use of the 
church varies considerably. 
The regular donation could 
be estimated on the basis of 
the total cost of the wedding. 
A realistic figure would be 
about 10 percent of all ex- 
penses involved in the 
wedding. 


IN ADDITION there is a 


fee for the organist and a 
nominal sum to be given to 
each altar boy. In the case of 
a mixed marriage there is 
also a charge to obtain the 
dispensation. 


Some churches provide the 
organist. You may need 


permission for any guest . 


vocalist to perform. 


On the question of rice or 
confetti, find out where it 
may be thrown, if at all. 
Remember, someone has to 
clean up afterward. Please 


be considerate and follow 


whatever rules the pastor 
lays down. 

REMEMBER, too, you 
will need a _ wedding 
rehearsal, usually the 
evening before the big day. 
All members of the bridal 
party must be there and on 
time. Delays cause un- 
necessary inconvenience to 
the priest and to other 
rehearsal parties who may 
be waiting. 

Incidentally, the balance 
of the donation for the 
wedding should be paid at 
the time of the rehearsal.

Young 
couples find they need 
counseling in such diverse 
areas as finances, wedding 
etiquette, personal 
relationships, marital and 
family responsibilities, and 
by no means of least im- 
portance, instruction in the 
religious implications of 
their union. 


WHEN THE sstarry-eyed 
pair approach their local 
priest, they will learn of the 
requirement of a minimum 
four-lecture marriage 
preparation course. He will 
probably offer them the 
option of his own instruction 
or attendance at the Pre- 
Cana courses held weekly in 
various centers in the 
diocese. 


Pre-Cana_ (pre-marriage) 


courses offer engaged 
couples talks on ‘the 
psychological, medical, 
practical and_ spiritual

You will need a California 
state marriage license, of 
course. But you need more 
documents for your church 
wedding. 


CATHOLICS must be able 


to provide a certificate of 


baptism which has _ been 
written within six months of 
the wedding date. 

It is helpful — though not 
essential — to have cer- 
tificates of first communion 
and confirmation, or at the 
very least, to know the place 
and approximate dates of the 
reception of these 
sacraments. 

The non-Catholic party 
must offer proof of baptism 
or non-baptism. 

BOTH PARTIES must be 
able to prove they are free to 


marry by a statement from’ 


their_parents, or if the 
parents are dead, from a 
relative who has known you 
all your life. 

If you are getting married 
in a parish outside your 
usual parish the bride needs 
a letter from her pastor to 
show that the marriage may 
take place.

MIXED MARRIAGES, that is marriages 
between a Catholic and a person not a Catholic, 
have traditionally been discouraged by the 
Catholic Church. The rules and requirements 
attendant upon such marriages have been a 
source of controversy and resentment in the 
past. 


In recent years modern ‘thinking on the 
sacramental nature of marriage, coupled with a 
more realistic approach to the incidence of such 
marriages, has brought about a reemphasis and 


_ restatement of the responsibilities incurred by 


-both partners. 


A. marriage is strengthened when both part- 
ners share the same Catholic belief and life. But 
the Church, recognizing that marriages between 
people of different beliefs does and will occur, 
makes special provisions for them. It ensures 
that pastors are able to adapt to the distinct 
circumstances of each couple. 


ALTHOUGH MANY of the difficulties faced by 
couples in mixed marriages result from the 
division among Christians, their love for one 
another can be a sign of Christ’s love for His 
Church, a love which continually seeks recon- 
ciliation. 

These couples are encouraged to develop a 
common life of prayer. In reaching a decision on 
the religious education of their children, ‘‘the 
Catholic partner is seriously bound to act in 
accord with his faith’’ which teaches that only in 
the Catholic Church is the full Christian faith to 
be found. The Catholic Church teaches that 
marriages between a Catholic and another 
baptized Christian are truly sacramental. 


The National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
introduced in January 1971 new rules for mixed 
marriages. They called upon Catholic and other 
Christian pastors to work jointly in preparing a 
couple for the marriage and to give all the help 
they can. 


THE BISHOPS emphasized that the con- 
scientious devotion of the Catholic to the Catholic 


Church is to be safeguarded and the conscience — 


of the other partner is to be respected. 
They also gave the following rules: 


— To obtain a dispensation from the im- 
pediment to a mixed marriage, the Catholic 
must make this promise: “‘I reaffirm my faith in 
Jesus Christ and, with God’s help, intend to 
continue living that faith in the Catholic Church. 
I promise to do all in my power to share the faith 
I have received with our children by having them 
baptized and reared as Catholics.’”’ The non- 
Catholic need not make any forma! statement. 


— The bishop may give permission for the 
marriage to be performed by a non-Catholic 
minister when serious difficulties would result if 
the Catholic priest were to officiate at the mixed 
marriage. Just pastoral causes which indicate 
this course of action might include achieving 
family unity, special friendship. or relationship 
with a non-Catholic minister or having the 
wedding in a church that has a particular im- 
portance to the non-Catholic. 


— Two religious marriage services or a single 


service in. which both the Catholic marriage 
ritual and non-Catholic marriage ritual are 
celebrated jointly or one after the other are 
forbidden. 


THE NON-CATHOLIC minister may be in- 
vited to participate in the Catholic marriage 
service by giving additional prayers, blessings 
or words of greeting or. exhortation. If the 
marriage is not part of the Eucharistic 
celebration, the minister may also be invited to 
read a lesson and / or to preach. 


These require the permission of the local 
bishop. Permission is also needed for a priest to 
participate in the non-Catholic marriage service 
when a dispensation from the Catholic form has 
been obtained. 


— The ordinary place of marriage is in the 


parish church or other sacred place. For serious 
reasons, however, the local bishop may permit 
the celebration of a mixed marriage in a place 
which is not a Catholic church or chapel, 
provided proper permission is given. 

— Those of other faiths may act as bridesmaid 
or best man at a wedding in a Catholic church. A 
Catholic, too, can be best man or bridesmaid at a 
marriage properly celebrated among _ non- 
Catholics. 


DETAILS for a mixed marriage ceremony 
have to be worked out by the couple and their 
pastors. Restrictions on music and the use of 
flowers which were at one time imposed by 
pastors, no longer apply. 


Marriage is a sacrament administered by two 
people to each other. The Church, protective and 
guiding, acts to bring them to the full awareness 
of their mutual responsibility and the sacred 
nature of their love.

Father. Warren Rouse, 
executive secretary of the 
Diocesan Music Com- 
mission, suggests the 
following advice to ensure 


| music that is not only in good 


taste but good art. 

— Consult with the 
organist well in advance. 
The greatest abuse is the 


choice of music that is ar- 
tistically poor. 

An organist brings years of 
professional training and 
experience to the wedding 
ceremony. He should not be 
required, in the name of 
sentimentality, to perform 
inferior music. 

— Fine collections: of 
wedding marches. are 
available. The march from 
Lohengrin is both inap- 
propriate (Examine the 
scene in the opera!), trite 
and totally Jacking in 
imagination. 

—If there must/be a vocal 
solo, the best place for it is 


before or after the ceremony . 


or Mass. There are several 
reasons for this. First, the 


soloist is usually a member 
of the family and not a 
trained singer. 


The ability to carry a 


’ melody does not represent 


the apex of musical per- 
formance. Second, a solo is 
an out-and-out distraction; it 
takes attention away from 
what is happening in the 
sanctuary. 

— Avoid such music as the 
Schubert or the Bach- 
Gounod ‘‘Ave Maria,” 
Franck’s “Panis Angelicus”’ 
and a plethora of Marian 
hymns. These should be 
avoided either because they 
are in poor taste or because 
they deserve a very, vey 
long rest. 


— The organist. should 


receive a minimum of $15 for 
a wedding ceremony, with 
another $10 added if he must’ 
come to the rehearsal. 
Besides Father Rouse’s 
suggestions, the Diocesan 
Music Commission provides 
an excellent help in a new 
brochure, ‘‘Guidelines for 
Wedding Music.’ . Echoing 
Father Rouse’s statement, 
the brochure says, ‘‘Music 
worthy of your wedding day 


‘should reflect not only good 


taste but good art’ and 
suggests ways to achieve 
both.

WHAT.IN THE world does 
love or marriage have to do 
with banks, checking ac- 


counts and savings ac- 


counts? 

Lots, especially if a young 
married couple wants to 
budget their expenses — and 
have all the services that a 
large bank will provide them 
in their effort to establish 
and build family financial 
goals. 

A budget is the most 
essential step in your 
planning. With a budget you 
can map your economic 
course, preventing yourself 
for your own financial 
security from getting too far 
in debt. 

EACH BUDGET must 
meet the fixed expenses of 
food, clothing and shelter. 
Installment buying should be 
watched very carefully as it 
is the easiest type of debt to 
get out of hand. 


Overestimating income by 
relying on overtime pay or 
the wife’s salary is hazar- 
dous. These can disappear if 
the overtime ends or the 


~ wife gets pregnant and has to 


stop working. 

Concerning credit buying, 
most bank advisors will 
point out that young couples 
generally use a large amount 
of credit because of the extra 
costs required to establish 
their households. — 

CREDIT IS_ primarily. 
used to close the gap bet- 
ween expenses and income, 
borrowing against future 
expected earnings. 


A good rule of thumb to 
keep in mind when you 
consider your goals - for 
savings is that three to six 


months’ income is the 
recommended. basis 
emergency fund. 

The important thing to do is 
be careful not to 
overestimate your ability to 
handle« credit and_ to 
establish a savings program 
that will help provide a 
cushion for any emergen- 
cies. 

BASIC ‘TO remember is 
that your financial outline 
should be based on your 
actual take-home income. 
Compare the results with 
last month’s or last year’s 
spending and savings. If you 
don’t have these records, 
estimate. 

Always keep those: im- 
portant, future expenses in 
mind — taxes, insurance, 
vacations, illness, etc. Plan 
to spread the cost of these 
over a 12-month period. 

Divide the total cost of 
these expenses by 12 and 
then be certain to save that 
much each month so the 
money is available when the 
payments are due. 

WHILE ACTUAL budget 
appropriations will vary from 
one couple to another, the 
following are weil- 
recognized guidlines: 


— Rent or house payments 
each month should not ex- 
ceed one week’s take-home 
pay. 

— If you buy a home, 
figure on one that costs an 
amount: equal to 214 times 
your annual net income. 

— Your total installment 
debt should not exceed eight 
times your weekly take- 


home pay and your charge- 


accounts should not be more 
than twice the weekly figure. 


Whether you want a simple or elaborate wed- 
ding, there will be certain expenses that are im- 
portant to consider when deciding how large 
your wedding should be. These expenses, accord- 
ing to custom, are divided among the participants 


in the following way:

Many brides are now using 
colored flowers or acces- 
sories for their wedding — 
something unheard of a few 
years ago.

— Flowers, bows and run- 
ners for the church; possibly 
candelabra, vases and urns 
for the flowers; 


— Transporting flowers 
from the church to reception 
hall or home;

Some hotel tips 
tor the newlyweds 


FOR MANY young people, 
the honeymoon may possibly 


_, _be the first visit to a hotel or 


“motel without an adult. 


Room reservations should, 
in any season, be made as 
far in advance as possible, 
thereby assuring better 
accommodations for less 
money. 


- At the time you request 
room reservations from the 
hotel, be sure to inquire the 
method or mode of tran- 
sportation you should use to 
reach the hotel, and advise 
them in your first com- 
munication how you will 
arrive; whether by bus, 
airplane or car. In this way, 
the hotel may be helpful. 


WHEN YOU register at 
the hotel or motel make sure 
you know the rate and type of 
accommodations to which 
you’re entitled. 


At some hotels you will 
need a bellboy to show you 


where the room is located. It 
is customary to offer him a 
tip. The amount is governed 
by the quality and quantity 
of work he does for you. This 
could be anywhere from 50 
cents: to $2. 


While you are a guest in 
the hotel or motel, you may 
want to use the coffee shop, 
dining room or room service. 
Tips are customarily given 
in all three locations and are 
governed by the class and 
quality of service. 

IF THE SERVICE is not 
good, you are under no 
obligation to tip the em- 
ployee. If the service is good, 
the usual tip is ap- 
proximately 15 percent of the 
amount of the check, and 
slightly larger for breakfast. 


Resort hotels, where social 
activities such as golf, tennis 
and horseback riding are 
available, usually have 
different policies on tipping.

From the list you can see 
that a florist needs more 
than a few days notice to be 
able to do a good job with 
your wedding. Thirty days 
notice is not too much time 
ahead of the big day for you 
to make definite 
arrangements. 


- Early arrangements will 
mean that your florist will be 
able to provide you with 
exactly the service you 
desire — and it will mean 
just that much less you have 
to. worry about as your 
wedding day approaches. 


Plan ahead for photographs 


YOU WANT your wedding 


day to be remembered and 


good photographers will 
guarantee your wish. : 


But be sure to plan ahead 
and consider the suggestions 
one photographer offers to 
ensure quality pictures at 
your wedding: 


— Start shopping early. See 
the work of several 
photographers and find out 
what they charge. 


— Give a photographer at 
least two months’ notice if 
you know your photographic 
needs. If not, and you’ve 
chosen a_ photographer, 
notify him about three 
months before the wedding. 


— Take your fiance with you 
to the photographer. He 


’ manner, 


often submits to picture- 
taking to please his bride, 
but if he knew what was 
going to happen beforehand, 
he might feel less camera- 
shy. 

A FEW THINGS can be 
left to your photographer. He 
should contact the officiating 
clergyman before your 
wedding, abide by the 
church’s established rules, 
work in an unobtrusive 
and respect the 
dignity of the church.

WHAT ABOUT catering 
for your wedding? Many 
times the caterer will 
receive a telephone call only 
six or seven days before the 
reception — hardly enough 
notice. 


And this is too bad because 
whether your reception is in 
your parents’ home or a 
rented hall, having a caterer 
take charge of all the details 
makes it easiest for you and 
your family — and certainly 
more enjoyable. 


What is enough time for 
the caterer to know? 


AT LEAST A month. This 
will give him time to meet 
with you, your fiance and 
your parents. You will be 
able to decide what you want 
— on the budget you have to 
spend —_ without the 
pressures of last—minute 
decisions. : i 

When you begin thinkin 
about having the reception 
catered, call several. Many 
will quote you prices over the 
phone and you can compare 
offers. 


Be sure you know what you 
are going to get in the way of 


food, drinks and services — 
costs of servers should be 
included in the quoted price 


— from each one though. 


And remember that you 
must add 20 percent to the 
quoted price for tax and 
gratuity. 

YOU SHOULD consider 
the range of possibilities for 
your reception — from the 


- basics of champagne and 


wedding. cake to a full sit- 
down dinner for all your 
guests. : 


A reception around 
luncheon time may include 
lighter food, while a 
reception in the evening 
would probably include 
something more substan- 
tial. 


At the reception the 
caterer will. arrange the 
receiving line, see that the 
guest book is in place, set up 
the food, cake, gift and liquor 
tables so that there is a good 
flow of guests and take care 
of all the little details. 


So when -beginning plans 
for your reception, con- 
sider the use of a caterer: 
You will save a lot of worry.

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Father Theodore Hesburgh 
‘Act as priest; bring priestly influence’ to work 


By Michael Newman 


FATHER Theodore M. 
Hesburgh, CSC, president of 
Notre Dame University, sees 
his role in the civil rights 
field as ‘‘an extension of my 
work in Catholic educa- 
tion.” 


He told the Southern Cross, 
-in an interview last week, 
that ‘I’ve never felt my 
duties as a priest inhibited 
by things I’ve done working 
with the government.” 


The priest has been a 
member of the U.S. Civil 
Rights Commission since it 
was formed in 1957 and is 
now its chairman. He also 
heads the 
Development Council, a 
privaté organization 
dedicated to aiding un- 
derdeveloped nations. 


“T’VE WORKED between 
50 and 100 days a year for the 
government for\the last 15 
years,”’ he said. ‘I’ve found 
that while doing this I’ve

said my Mass every day and 
read by breviary. 


“T have tried to act as a 
priest and bring a priestly 
influence into everything I 
do, which is normally in the 
field of education or human 
development or civil rights 
or things with a moral 
dimension to them.” 

Asked whether priests 
should be directly involved 
in party politics, Father 
Hesburgh replied, ‘“‘I don’t 
know... 

“I’M NOT GOING to get 
directly into politics, but I’ll 
continue to act in this ad- 
visory role to the govern- 
ment and in civil rights 
where we have a commission 
of 170-odd people working in 
under my 
direction...”’
